The answers are given here as 
those interviewed expressed their

Vernon Shiftlett, who visited the 
city council meeting last week and 
heard discussion on traffic haz- 
‘ards, said: 

“I believe that placing of ‘slow’ 
signs near ‘hidden’ 
would tend to discourage fast driv- 
ing. The signs would serve as a 
warning to the careful drivers and 
{some of the signs might get the 
jattention of the so-called careless 
(drivers. The plan proposed at the 
council meeting last week provid- 
\ing for placing of a row of refiect- 
jing lights along the edge of the
